2. Method of fixing oiphon head* 
nccor*H.ig to Claim I, in which th« c'nmp 
io in a single cylindrical pice© ami is 
split along its generating lines up to a 
certain distance, in such a manner ns to 
form strips or claws the ends of which 
can hs beafc hack to engogo under the 
ring or bulg© of tho neck of the container, 
or to enter holes provided in th© said 
container.
